AUTO CAN'T STOP 
ON ANY HIGHWAY 


Car Must Be Driven Off Of Im­ 
proved Section Of Road­ 
way To Stop. 


New rule? for keeping the high­ 
way* clear for traffic in both direc­ 
tions inaugurate a change in the hab­ 
its of many motorists, and will affect 
all persons here and throughout the 
State 
who use the highways, 
for 
parking of vehicles of all descriptions 
on the improved section of any Penn­ 
sylvania 
highway is forbidden in a 
rule just promulgated by 
Paul D. 
W right, secretary of Highways, and 
made public today. 
The Highway Secretary also directs 
that hereafter no 
vehicle may 
be 
stopped at the foot of a hill, at the 
crest of a hill, or any portion of a 
curve. 
The new rule, formulated by Mr. 
W right under state laws which em ­ 
power him to make rules and reg u ­ 
lations governing the use of high­ 
ways. is intended to keep all th o r­ 
oughfares clear for two-way traffic. 
The rule is as follows: 
Notice 
“Governing the use of State H igh­ 
ways in pursuance of Section IT of the 
Aet of May HI, 1911, Section 25 of the 
Act 
of June HO, 1919, and Section 
1902 of the Act of June 7, 1923. 
“ Attention of users of highways is 
called to numerous accidents which 
occur as the result of carelessness on 
the party of drivers, especially in the 
parking of vehicles, and it is hereby 
directed that hereafter no vehicle may 
he stopped at the crest of a hill, at 
the bottom of a hill, or on any por­ 
tion of a curve. 
“On many Pennsylvania highway* 
there are dance pavilions, picnicking 
places and eating stands; and it is 
hereby directed that hereafter no ve­ 
hicle m ay he parked or stopped on 
the improved portion of a highway in 
the vicinity of these places. 
“ In all cases where a driver of a 
motor or other vehicle comes to a 
stop upon a public highway and de­ 
sires to remain there he should re-

Launching of an extensive program 
by which G ettysburg a n i the rural 
population of Adams county will be 
brought closer in touch wflh earh oth­ 
er was one of the big items of busi­ 
ness transacted at F rid ay evening's 
meeting of the directors of the Get­ 
tysburg Chamber of Commerce. 
R. E. Underwood, 
Adams 
county 
farm agent, brought two messages to 
the directors, both of 
which 
were 
acted upon favorably. 
In ‘He first 
place, Mr. Underwood told the direc 
tors what the Bureau of Annual In­ 
dustry of the State Department of 
Agriculture is un_ against chis year 
in the m atter of funds. 
His main plea was one in which he 
urged the directors to impress upon 
the 
m erchants of G ettysburg that 
they must cooperate 
to 
make 
the 
farm ers of Adams county feel that 
they are not wanted in G ettysburg 
merely for the money they snend. 
Will Attend Hog Meeting 
Following the second suggestion of 
County Agent Underwood that the 
m erchants of G ettysburg cooperate 
and become la tte r acquainted wi*h 
the rural population of Adams county 
by mingling with them, the directors 
i nanimouslv 
anproved 
holding 
the 
first rural meeting on July 25 on the 
farm of M. E. Knouse, near Brysonia, 
where a pure bred hog demonstration 
will lie put on by the Farm Bureau. 
The directors ex premed the hope 
that all m erchants in the community 
would make it a point to attend this 
gathering at Brysonia and, by min­ 
gling with the farm ers of the county, 
b a r n to know what they are doing 
and how they are doing it. 
The meeting at the Knouse farm 
will start nromptly at six o'clock with 
a luncheon served to all persons pres­ 
ent bv the merchants of G ettysburg 
themselves. 
The m erchants will be 
asked to supply 
m aterials 
for 
the 
luncheon at cost. 
No merchant will 
be allowed to advertise his ware* at 
the affair, the meeting being solely a 
social one. 
In addition to supplying 
refreshm ents to all persons present, 
the directors of 
the 
rh a m b e r 
are 
I lanning to take a local musical o r­ 
ganization to the Knouse farm to fu r­ 
nish music for the occasion. 
All Chester White hog breeders in 
Miaous county are invited to attend 
the m eeting at Rrysonia on Ju ly '2 5 , 
County Farm Agent Underwood an­ 
nounced today. 
Ivevi P. Moore, a m em ber of the 
( Hester White Journal staff, and E. 
M. Christen, swine extension specialist 
of State C ollege, will he present at 
the meeting. 
Mr. Moore will discuss 
Chester W hites and Mr. Christen will 
speak on economical pork production 
as it anplies directly to the farm er 
and to the city m an’s breakfast bacon. 
The county agent urged the direr* 
ors to adont a resolution petitioning 
Governor Pinchot to secure in some way 
fund* for continuation of the activity 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
particularly for th a t branch of the 
Bureau’s service pertaining 
to 
the 
testing of cattle for tuberculosis. 
“There 
are 
approxim ately 
25,000 
cattle in Adams county," Mr. U nder­ 
wood told the directors, “and, basing 
an estim ate on past figures. I believe 
that at least 3,000 cows in this county 
are tubercular. 
These cows 
should 
bp tested, and those found tubercular 
killed and their owners indemnified 
for the loss incurred. 
It is for this 
work that the Bureau of Animal In­ 
dustry needs funds, and needs them 
badly." 
Send Resolution to Pinchot 
Following the county agent's sug ­ 
gestion that the G ettysburg Chamber 
of Commerce petition the Governor 
to use his influence and every means 
in his power to secure funds for con­ 
tinuation of the activities of the Bu­ 
reau of Animal Industry, tho direc­ 
tors asked Henry M. Scharf, secre­ 
tary, to send the following resolu­ 
tion to Governor Pinchot: 
“W hereas, we realize th a t the whole 
program pertaining to livestock im­ 
provement in Pennsylvania to be a 
success m ust bu based on healthy ani­ 
mals. and 
“ W hereas, we believe tuberculosis 
in hum ans can never he controlled un- 
i til bovine tuberculosis is eradicated,

Challenge 
Sales in operation, gave a glowing 
report of the sale day 
in the Cum ­ 
berland 
Valley town, 
although he 
said he was 
skeptical about its e f­ 
fectiveness before 
seeing the plan 
at work. 
While no definite plan for the sale 
days in 
G ettysburg has 
yet 
been 
worked out, it was indicated by Mr. 
Stallsmith that the sales here would 
follow’ the plan of operation of those 
in Chambersburg. 
Mr. Stallsmith had prepared a de- 
taied 
report of how 
Chambersburg 
puts on one 
of its Challenge Sales 
and this was read to the directors by 
Henry M. Scharf, secretary. 


According to the report of C ham ­ 
bersburg^ 
cooperative 
sale 
days, 
and the plan which is most likely to 
be 
followed 
here, each 
month the 
secretary of the Chamber has p rin t­ 
ed 
and 
sent out several 
thousand 
circulars. 
These 
are sent to every­ 
body in the county and to many per­ 
sons iii 
adjoining 
counties. 
Ea<^ 
merchant 
participating 
in the sale 
pays for his 
proportionate amount 
of advertising, which cost is small. 
Two weeks 
before the sale is to 
be 
held 
notice is 
sent to each co­ 
operating m erchant and a blank en­ 
closed upon which he is to write his 
bargains. Bargains are not censored, 
but no two items are 
allowed to Im* 
offered. The m erchant who gets his 
copy in first 
has preference on the 
advertising copy. 
Most Chathbcrs- 
burg merchants buy 
new goods to 
offer as bargains. 
It has been shown in the Cumber­ 
land Valley community th at S a tu r­ 
day 
business is 
better since 
sale 
days have been 
instituted and that 
sale days are better 
than most S at­ 
urdays. 
"It makes five 
Saturday* 
each 
month," 
the 
Chambersburg 
merchant* say. 
It is estimated* by the chairm an of 
the mercantile 
committee in C ham ­ 
bersburg 
that 
between 1,500 
and 
3,000 
more people are shopping in 
Chambersburg than before the Chal-

Sales were 
started, which in

With tears 
coursing dowrn 
his 
cheeks, B. Evard Kepncr testified F ri­ 
day at a second inquest in the mys­ 
terious death of his wife, Mrs. Grace 
Simmons Kepner, on June 18. at her 
Frederick 
county 
home. 
The in­ 
quest is being conducted a* Frederick. 
His emotion was caused when 
he 
told of his wife’s 1 nervous a n i de­ 
pressed condition just before silo died. 
“ lr her prayers," Kepncr testified, 
“She prayed the good 
Lord 
would 
take her home.” 
Prior to Kepner’* testimony 
there 
was a clash between State A ttorney 
Anders and Leo 
Weinberg, 
counsel 
for Kepner, when the jurors insisted 
upon viewing the body of Mrs. Kepner. 
Weinberg protested it a useless pro­ 
ceeding, as no 
additional information 
could l>e obtained by viewing a body on 
which an autopsy had been performed. 
Coroner Johnson then put the question 
to the injury and they insisted upon 
viewing the body before proceeding 
with the inquest. 
“ Let me tell my story in my own 
way,” said Kepner in a choking voice. 
“ I shall tell all, the good and the bad, 
ami everything will be the tru th .” 
Twice during his 
recital Kepner 
broke down and tears coursed down his 
cheeks. 
“The Saturday 
night before her 
death,” said Kepner, “my wife and I 
went into town. 
I went to my office 
to work while she went to a moving- 
picture show. A fter the show she re­ 
fused to go anywhere else, and insist­ 
ed on me taking her home. 
She was 
nervous and depressed. 
That night 
she was awake most of the time.” 
“The next day we went for an auto­ 
mobile ride. 
She was still nervous 
and depressed. 
I never saw her so 
upset before. 
My wife had suffer- 
ered for five years from these fits, 
and for m any years I suffered from 
the friction at the home of my par­ 
ents-in-law." 
Miss Lulu Ricketts, the waitress, 
who admits Kepner gave her 
$500 
worth of oil stocks, will be questioned 
again by the sta te ’s 
attorney. 
She 
told the latter she met Kepner fre­ 
quently in Baltimore. 
She admitted 
having toiled 
humbly in Frederick 
during the day as a waitress and 
and blossomed out at night as a gay 
butterfly in finery given her by Kep­ 
ner.

SHORTAGE IN ALL 
FUNDS 


Edmond* Penitentiary Bill is Turned 
Down A* I* “Omnibus" Road* Bill 
Adding to Highways. 


(By Associated Presa) 
Harrisburg, July 14.—Governor Pin­ 
chot today announced the veto of the 
bill authorizing trustees of Pennsyl­ 
vania State College to borrow A2,000,- 
000 for the erection and equipment of 
buildings and to liquidate present in­ 
debtedness. The funds were to be se­ 
cured bv the lands and buildings of 
the college. 
The 
Edmonds 
bill 
appropriating 
$ 500,000 to the board of inspector* for 
the purchase of a site and erection 
cf buildings for a new Eastern Peni­ 
tentiary was vetoed today by Gover­ 
nor Pinchot on the grounds of conflict 
with the reorganization code and the 
lack of State revenue. 
The veto of the Thomas “omnibus 
roads" bill adding 725 miles of hig h ­ 
way to the State highway system 
was announced today by the Governor 
on account of lack of funds. The Gov­ 
ernor said that 
according to esti­ 
mates of the 
highway 
department 
the maintenance of 
this 
additional 
m i l e a g e would be $1,500,000 annually 
and that while the legislators prac­ 
t ica ll y were unanimous for the bdl 
they should have provided the revenue 
necessary for doing the work the bill 
requires.

Within a week Harry Sallow, cloth* 
ing merchant 
of Hagerstown, con­ 
victed of arson in connection with the 
fire which 
destroyed the 
Munson 
Apartments on the night of Febru­ 
ary 6, will begin serving his 20-year- 
sentence in the Maryland Penitentiary. 
The refusal of Chief Judge Boyd and 
Judges Wagaman. and Daub to grant 
Sallow a new trial, announced Friday, 
swept away Sallow’s last chance of 
regaining his liberty.
